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Applicant states, "Kanevsky '091 does not disclose a language component vocabulary VC comprising word forms and word form 
components", However, Kanesky teaches, "the next subset of word forms (with the closest lower frequency scores to the first subset) is 
mapped into a subset of 2-dimensional vectors (that can be thought of as a set of pairs of "word number 1 * for stems and endings into which 
corresponding word forms are split) and so on." The Examiner interprets this vocabulary component to contain word forms and word form 
components, the word form possibly being a stem, equal to an unsplit word form in a different word form vocabulary subset, and word 
forms components, comprising a word form which has been split into a stem and an ending. In addition, the word forms and word form 
components are represented by the integers. Kanevsky further teaches having a "split" of words using idealized "vocabulary" of integers, 
the vocabulary is referred to as stems and endings. The vocabulary is referred to as stems and endings, in integer form, which form the 
constituent word forms components.
